SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The dominant effect of Bondage Landlord s women being subjected to pain in a 
sexual context. 

The video presents this as sado-masochism. It is acknowledged that many SM 
related activities involve subjecting ‘victims’ to painful stimuli for the purposes of 
arousal, or role-plays exploring issues of dominance and control. However, the 
association in this video appears to be completely superficial. There is no evidence of 
reciprocity or mutually understood roles between the characters. There is no express 
consent for the activity. The focus is on acts of cruelty rather than the practise of 
bondage and discipline. The cruelty is entirely directed at women, and clearly elicits 
pain from the women. This is presented in a manner to arouse a male audience. 

The sexualisation of coercion and cruelty suggests that the expected response from 
the feature is sexual enjoyment of the discomfort and pain of others. By presenting 
the use of coercion to compel women to submit to this sexual conduct, Bondage 
Landlord promotes and supports the use of such coercion. 

As such the recording is objectionable under s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. 
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
